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PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 
The cost of public assistance and the new 
medical aid for the ag ed prog ram in Ulster 
County was $1,407 ,8 8 6 in 19 6 1, according 
to a report by the Citizens Ex penditure 
Surv ey , a tax research org anization. This is 
a decrease of 16 per cent compared with 
19 6 0’s public assistance bill of SI.430,9 44 
which did not include the new medical pro­ 
g ram. 
The report pointed out that the cost of 
ev ery man, woman and child in the county 
was $11.45 a decrease of 4.1 per cent from 
19 6 0 per capita cost of S11.9 4. Based on 
per capita spending Ulster County ranked 
45 among New York’s 57 counties and New 
York City . The av erag e per capita bill for 
counties outside New York City was $14.19 . 
The number of public assistance recipi­ 
ents for ev ery 1,000 county residents in­ 
creased 7 .3 per cent between 19 6 0 and 19 6 1, 
the report said. Last y ear the number of 
recipients was 2,206 , in 19 6 0 it was 2,056 . 
On a statewide basis, the cest for public 
assistance continued to increase last y ear, 
as did the number of people receiv ing as* 
sistance, the report said. 
The Surv ey pointed out that public as­ 
sistance costs (including an estimated $19 
million increase for the new medical care 
prog ram) reached $38 2.5 million in 19 6 1, 
a 12.8 per cent increase ov er 19 6 0 and the 
number of people who receiv ed assistance 
in an av erag e month increased to 556 ,247 , 
an 8 .5 per cent increase. In 19 6 0, the cost 
for public assistance was $339 .1 million 
with the av erag e monthly number of recipi­ 
ents 512,6 9 1. 
There are fiv e public assistance prog rams 
in New York: old ag e assistance, aid to 
dependent children, aid to the blind, aid to 
the disabled and home relief. Home relief 
is paid for by state and local funds while 
the other prog rams are supported by a 
combination of federal, state and local 
money . 
The new prog ram, known as medical as­ 
sistance for the ag ed, includes ag ed per­ 
sons prev iously receiv ing medical assistance 
under old ag e assistance, aid to the blind, 
and locally supported hospital care. Fed­ 
eral and state aided, the prog ram was 
adopted by Cong ress in 19 6 0 and put into 
effect by the State Leg islature in New York 
effectiv e April I, 19 6 1. 
Althoug h public assistance makes up the 
bulk of welfare spending , it does not repre­ 
sent total welfare spending in New’ York. 
There are welfare prog rams for children in 
foster homes, hospital care for persons not 
on relief and other prog rams. When these 
prog rams are considered, it bring s total 
welfare spending in New York to S6 33.8 
million in 19 6 1.

It is 
impossible to assess the in direct cost of ou r w ars: 
the direct cost of close to IOO billion dollars y ear 
after y ear is bey on d ou r capacity to su stain . As 
a resu lt we hav e lost ou r gold reserv e an d ou r 
cu rren cy is depreciated. This n o on e can den y . 
Despite u pwards of $100 billion of aid to frien d 
an d foe, we still hav e m ore en emies than frien ds 
an d we hav e n ot y et learn ed that frien dship can ­ 
n ot be bou ght. 
In the econ omic field, w ars an d gov ern men t 
con trols hav e produ ced a mix ed econ omy . Not 
on ly is the gov ern men t en gaged in v ast en ter­ 
prises form erly reserv ed to the priv ate citizen 
bu t the con trols set u p sin ce 19 33 an d greatly de­ 
v eloped sin ce then , in effect, m ake the gov ern men t 
a partn er in all basic en terprises. To this m u st 
be added that as the prin cipal cu stom er of man y 
in du stries, departm en ts of the gov ern men t set 
policies, determ in e prices, en force labor practices, 
etc. 
This is on e side of the coin . The other side is 
equ ally im portan t: 
We hav e m an aged sin ce 19 33 to go throu gh 
these w ars an d econ omic down s an d u ps an d 
down s again , w ithou t losin g a sin gle civ il liberty 
gu aran teed by the Con stitu tion . Man y Ameri­ 
can s believ e th at they en joy more rights than the 
Con stitu tion prov ides for. If we stick to the bill of 
Rights, we hav e a su re gu ide as to w hat we may 
or may n ot do. For in stan ce, while I hav e the 
right to refer to an im agin ary alerter of pu blic 
opin ion as a mou se with the mu mps, that bein g 
a n on descriptiv e, liv e an d let liv e ex pression . I 
may n ot say th at he is a thief u n less I can prov e 
it in a Cou rt of Law. It is possible to call ev ery ­ 
on e, whom I dislike, Commu n ist, bu t if chal­ 
len ged I m u st prov e my poin t. I hav e the right 
to like or dislike people in div idu ally or collectiv e­ 
ly , bu t I may n ot take su ch action s again st them 
as to depriv e them of their Con stitu tion al Rights. 
When the in div idu al is assu red his liberties, 
he liv es in a wholesome cou n try . It is difficu lt to 
u n derstan d why so man y cu riou s mov emen ts hav e 
su dden ly appeared in this cou n try an d why they 
hav e su ch large followin gs. For ex ample, althou gh 
Dick Nix on won in Californ ia, the John Birch 
Society produ ced a large v ote. 
Actu ally , this cou n try is at this momen t in 
a hopefu l state. The Cold W ar is lessen in g its 
u glin ess. All the Commu n ist cou n tries are su ffer­ 
in g from econ omic disorders an d there is little 
qu estion bu t that Khru shchev is fin din g his oper­ 
ation s too costly an d he does n ot kn ow how to 
bail himself ou t. We hav e established stren gth in 
Berlin an d in Sou theast Asia. We hav e gon e 
throu gh a tou gh stock m arket debacle, bu t we 
were able to su rv iv e its damage. We are ov er­ 
produ ced an d while prices are formed in tern ation ­ 
ally , costs are determ in ed w ithin the Un ited 
States. 
Thin gs can happen becau se of the psy chologi­ 
cal factors of fear. There are those who are 
gen u in ely 
frighten ed 
of 
the 
Presiden t’s 
pro­ 
n ou n ced policies. There are others who project 
those policies bey on d the Presiden t’s stated in ­ 
ten tion s. There are others en gaged in a legiti­ 
m ate Repu blican campaign to defeat the Demo­ 
crats in 19 6 2. An d (hen there are the profession al 
opposition ists who m ake a career of bein g again st 
w hatev er is u n til they tu rn abou t an d 
a re for 
what is. 
Bu t fear does n ot giv e a cou n try stren gth. 
When thin gs go wron g, we m u st straighten ou t 
the situ ation an d fight on . We do n ot worship a 
man as the German s worshipped Hitler. N or do 
we hate a man as the Italian s, in the en d, hated 
Mu ssolin i or as Khru shchev hates Stalin .

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PUBLIC ASSISTANCE 
The cost of public assistance and the new 
medical aid for the aged program in Ulster 
County was $1,407,886 in 1961, according 
to a report by the Citizens Expenditure 
Survey, a tax research organization. This is 
a decrease of I 6 per cent compared with 
1960’s public assistance bill of 81,430,944 
which did not include the new medical pro­ 
gram. 
The report pointed out that the cost of 
every man, woman and child in the county 
was $11.45 a decrease of 4.1 per cent from 
1960 per capita cost of $11.94. Based on 
per capita spending Ulster County ranked 
45 among New York’s 57 counties and New 
York City. The average per capita bill for 
counties outside New York City was $14.19. 
The number of public assistance recipi­ 
ents for every 1,000 county residents in­ 
creased 7.3 per cent between 1960 and 1961, 
the report said. Last year the number of 
recipients was 2,206, in 1960 it was 2,056. 
On a statewide basis, the cest for nubile 
assistance continued to increase last year, 
as did the number of people receiving as­ 
sistance, the report said. 
The Survey pointed out that public as­ 
sistance costs (including an estimated $19 
million increase for the new medical care 
program) reached $382.5 million in 1961, 
a 12.8 per cent increase over 1960 and the 
number of people who received assistance 
in an average month increased to 556,247, 
an 8.5 per cent increase. In 1960, the cost 
for public assistance was $339.1 million 
with the average monthly number of recipi­ 
ents 512,691. 
There are five public assistance programs 
In New York: old age assistance, aid to 
dependent children, aid to the blind, aid to 
the disabled and home relief. Home relief 
is paid for by state and local funds while 
the other programs are supported by a 
combination of federal, state and local 
money. 
The new program, known as medical as­ 
sistance for the aged, includes aged per­ 
sons previously receiving medical assistance 
under old age assistance, aid to the blind, 
and locally supported hospital care. Fed­ 
eral and state aided, the program was 
adopted by Congress in 1960 and put into 
effect by the State Legislature in New York 
effective April I, 1961. 
Although public assistance makes up the 
bulk of welfare spending, it does not repre­ 
sent total welfare spending in New York. 
There are welfare programs for children in 
foster homes, hospital care for persons not 
on relief and other programs. When these 
programs are considered, it brings total 
welfare spending in New’ York to $633.8 
million in 1961.

The great Robert Burns spoke of our times in 
these two stanzas: 
“Wee. sleekit, cow’rin, tim’rous beaste, 
0 what a panic’s in thy breastie! 
Thou need na start awa sae hasty, 
Wi’ bickering brattle! 
1 wad be laith to rin and chase thee 
Wi’ murd’ring pattie! 


“Still thou art blest, compared wi’ me!

But ooh! I backwind cast me e’e 
On prospects drear! 
An’ forward, tho’ I canna see, 
I guess and fear!” 
It is the enormous fear of failure that besets 
our people. They fear war. They fear the bomb. 
They fear the fall-out. They fear another Depres­ 
sion. They fear the consequences of history 
When a people develops a fear psychosis, 
there are always rational and irrational factors 
in the situation. We have been at war since 1914 
and war has eaten away our substance. It is 
impossible to assess the indirect cost of our wars; 
the direct cost of close to IOO billion dollars year 
after year is beyond our capacity to sustain. As 
a result we have last our gold reserve and our 
currency Is depreciated This no one can deny. 
Despite upwards of $100 billion of aid to friend 
and foe. we still have more enemies than friends 
and we have not yet learned that friendship can­ 
not be bought. 
In the economic field, wars and government 
controls have produced a mixed economy. Not 
only is the government engaged in vast enter­ 
prises formerly reserved to the private citizen 
Jut the controls set up since 1933 and greatly de­ 
veloped since then, in effect, make the government 
a partner in all basic enterprises To this must 
be added that as the principal customer of many 
industries, departments of the government set 
policies, determine priers, enforce labor practices, 
etc. 
This is one side of the coin. 'Hie other side is 
equally important: 
We have managed since 1933 to go through 
these wars and economic downs and ups and 
downs again, without losing a single civil liberty 
guaranteed by the Constitution. Many Ameri­ 
cans believe that they enjoy more rights than the 
Constitution provides for. If we stick to the bill of 
Rights, we have a sure guide as to what we may 
yr may not do. For instance, while I have the 
right to refer to an imaginary alerter of public 
opinion as a mouse with the mumps, that being 
a nondescriptive, live and let live expression. I 
may not say that he is a thief unless I can prove 
It in a Court of Law. It is possible to call every­ 
one whom I dislike. Communist, hut if chal­ 
lenged I must prove my point. I have the right 
to like or dislike people individually or collective­ 
ly, but I may not take such actions against them 
as to deprive them of their Constitutional Rights. 
When the individual is assured his liberties. 
he lives in a wholesome country. It is difficult to

Wrap dark green leafy vegetables, broccoli, 
asparagus, lettuce, etc. in wet cloth and store in 
humidifier or coldest part of refrigerator (50 de­ 
grees F. cr below). 
In closed container, place br ans, tomatoes, cab­ 
bage. peppers, etc., in refrigerator. 
Place fruit in refrigerator if possible. Refriger­ 
ate berries. (Vitamin C is rapidly lost unless pro­ 
tected. ) 
To prevent withering, store potatoes, carrots, 
turnips, parsnips, ettc. in cool, dry place. Vitamin 
C content is highest in small, new*, freshly dug 
tubers such as potatoes. 
In trimming vegetables, remember that less 
attractive outer leaves contain highest concentra­ 
tions of vitamins and minerals.

I feel a temptation to senti­ 
mental 
extravagance in think­ 
ing 
of John 
N. 
Garner. 
His 
honesty and his patriotism, not 
merely to our geographical coun­ 
try but to our beautiful old 
ideals, are a treasure which few 
of us comprehend. 
Few of us have been able to 
visit the Kremlin, but I think of 
it as a mausoleum where the 
soul of Russia awaits resurrec­ 
tion, a shrine of something im­ 
palpable, spiritual and unspeak­ 
ably potent, We have nothing 
that may be compared with it. I 
have felt a similar emotion in 
St. Peter’s and in St. Paul’s in 
London. 
It seems ludicrous to hint that 
I would sense a spiritual vibra­ 
tion in thinking of this frail, 
very untidy, lonely old man in 
the little town of Uvalde, Tex., 
but 
he 
personifies virtues we 
recklessly repudiated with the 
advent of Roosevelt. Garner was 
manly. 
Roosevelt 
was an ill­ 
mannered 
mama’s-boy. 
T h e y 
mutually understood the differ­ 
ence. And Garner might 
have 
become our President in 1933 if 
Giuseppe 
Zangara. 
an 
insane 
Italian laborer, had not missed 
Roosevelt 
at 
Bayfront 
Park, 
Miami. 
Vice President Garner was so 
modest that he failed to estab­ 
lish in the public mind the con­ 
trast between a good American 
and a frivolous, disloyal, avarici­ 
ous adventurer with a counter­ 
feit “background’’ of aristocracy. 
Bascom 
Timmons 
performed 
a public service with a book pub­ 
lished in 1948 called “Garner of 
Texas; A Personal H istory” It 
did not sell very well. The book 
claque in New York has more 
praise for dirty things and for 
the endless “Inside” stories and 
commercial reiterations of the 
oft-told, but only half-told, tale 
of the Third Reich. 
But I find comfort in Tim 
mons’ life of John Garner, like 
an 
old 
woman 
fingering 
her 
Bible. 
Garner’s 
son. 
Tully, 
walked into his father’* office 
the day after Garner voted for 
Woodrow Wilson's War and said, 
“I am to go. Dad.” The Old Man 
said. “Hell, you are going! I 
would not vote to send other 
boys to war if I hadn’t known 
I was sending my own. And one 
more thing Your mother and I 
will want to hear from you. but 
promise me you’ll never ask me 
a favor. I might be in a position 
to get it and I don’t want to be 
exposed to temptation.” 
Garner almost fought Roose­ 
velt on recognition of Russia. 
The country was against recog­ 
nation, 
but Roosevelt 
and his 
cult wanted recognition. 
Gamer said: “If this outfit has 
kept its word to anyone or done 
anything in good faith, I have 
not heard about it. My consid­ 
ered judpn-*nt is that the United 
States will gain nothing and lose 
a Jot.”

She had 
written: “The Lord watches over 
you and kel ps you in perfect 
safety. His Spirit is guiding, pro­ 
tecting and inspiring you in ail 
your ways.” 
I have read many books by 
and about the Roosevelts but I 
never found any similar expres­ 
sion between Franklin and Elea­ 
nor. Nothing like it. 
Notwithstanding 
G a r n e r ' s 
counsel, Roosevelt “personally” 
did recognize Russia on Gamer’s 
65th birthday. 
Nov. 22, 
1933 
That was our death warrant, but 
you will find exultation in the 
morning pape rs of the next clay 
by men and women who are still 
influential among us in Wash­ 
ington and New York. 


Gamer said: “It’* all through 
and the dishes wiped. I hope it 
turns out better than I think it 
will. This outfit wants to pull 
down our Government.” 
Gamer often walked out of 
Cabinet meetings boca ase Roose­ 
velt 
prattled 
“500 
words 
for 
every one that he listens to.” He 
thought 
Henry

"crazy” ideas, but that Henry 
Morgenthau had none at all and 
was “the most servile man I have 
ever seen, and I mean servile, 
not k»yal.” 
The Gamers lived in 
three 
rooms in the Washington Hotel, 
a converted office building, and 
took most of their meals in the 
coffee shop. He wns richer than 
Roosevelt, even then, and the 
Devil’s Advocate must note that 
both his wife and his son were 
carried on his official 
payroll 
until bt1 became Vice President. 
But, Timmons writes, “when a 
radio sponsor offered him $100,- 
000 a year, he said, ‘I’m not 
worth it as John Gamer and 
any value I have attained as 
Vice President is not for sale.' ” 
He rode the street oars until 
he became Speaker of the House. 
They rarely accepted an invita­ 
tion to dinner. 
He had $100,000 to invest In 
1933 and stocks were very low'. 
He knew how he could double 
or treble the money, but he 
bought land and Timmons said 
that in 1948 Gamer had made 
$200,000 or $300,000 thereby.

Jewish People 


(The following is another in 
a series of articles on coins to 
lie displayed at the Mid-Hudson 
Numismatic Coin Jamboree Sat­ 
urday and Sunday at the Hotel 
Stuyvesant. Among coins of the 
Bible to be displayed is a fine ex­ 
ample of the "widow's mite.”) 
TTie Jews, as a race were gen­ 
erally poor, thus they learned 
thrift and to aid those of their 
own religion who were destitute. 
One historical proof is that the 
Jews never minded gold coinage. 
Any gold used was probably of 
Greek, Seleucid (Syrian), Roman 
or Persian coinage. 
In Matthew 2:11—"And when 
they were come into the house, 
they saw the young child with 
Mary his Mother, and fell down 
and worshipped him: and when 
they had opened their treasures, 
they presented unto him gifts; 
gold, 
and 
frankincense 
and 
myrrh.” 
This gold was probably Roman 
coinage such as Aureus of Julius 
Caesar or Augustus Caesar. An 
Aureus was worth 20 Denarii. 
Herod I (the Great) 37-4 B. C. 
was ruler of Galilee at 25 (63 
B. C.), given Coele-Syria in 46 
B, C. and after the death of 
Julius Caesar in 44 B. C., Antony 
and Octavian (later Augustus) 
decreed him king of Judea. In 
28 B. C., supporting Augustus, he 
was also given rule over Tra­ 
chomas, Auranitis and Batanea. 
Although Herod I had a total of 
IO wives and was known to be 
guilty of at least 20 murders, he 
built Judea into a relatively rich 
kingdom. The Romans allowed 
him to issue coins. He was the 
first to use only Greek inscrip­ 
tions on Jewish coinage, such as 
his lepton (a bronze coin). 
In St. Mark 12:42 “and there I 
came a certain poor widow, and 
she threw in two mites, which 
make a farthing." This was 
probably a lepton of one of the

Master maps hanging in the fire 
house have every house in the 
fire district with the fire call 
number assigned to each house 
There is also a card file system 
to correspond with the maps and 
numbers. This allows the fire 
men to respond to the emergen 
cy without loss of time. 
Due to the formation of the 
new postal district In Woodstock, 
and the unavailability of the 
proper maps, there was a serious 
loss of time in getting this proj­ 
ect underway. At thia time, the 
map committee is ready to start 
assigning the Fire Call numbers 
to all of the houses outside of 
the Carrier Delivery Service of

Woodstock 
post 
office. 
Houses with street number ad­ 
dresses In the Carrier Zone will 
use their street and house num­ 
ber when reporting an emer 
gency. 
The real work on this project 
is about to begin and It is all 
accomplished by the volunteer 
firemen.

of miles from the tree branch in 
your backyard, and returns to the 
same branch, through stellar nav­ 
igation. 
“If we could only translate this 
characteristic into a mathemati­ 
cal formula—and then into hard­ 
ware—we could endow an earth 
satellite with a similarly adapta­ 
ble 'eye* that would select the 


precise information it was sent 
aloft to obtain '

From this base, they can re­

But the chance that it or sim­ 
ilar bodies would ever collide with 
the earth with devastating effects 
is iniinitesmaily small, says John 
W. Macvey in Space Digest mag­ 
azine. 
Perhaps, he suggests, men in 
space ships one day might be 
able 
to rendezvous with one of 
the minor planets possessing 
a 
wide-ranging orbit, equip it w'ith 
Transmitters, and let it send back 
data on the reaches of space it 
visit j.

Caution Parents 
Of Children on 
Operating Boats 


With the boating season In 
full swing, parents should make 
sure their youngsters have ful­ 
filled the legal requirements to 
operate a motor boat alone on 
New York State waters 
Conservation Commis s i o n e r 
Harold G. Wilm urges parents 
who bring their children along 
on a boating cruise or w ater­ 
front vacation to bear in mind 
the State s Na\igation Law. 
Dr. Wilm pointed out that the 
Navigation Law' prohibits young­ 
sters under IO years of age from 
solo operation of a motor boat. 
It also requires that youngsters 
between the aget of IO and 14 
must earn a safety certificate 
through a state-sponsored Young 
Boatman’s Safety Course before 
they may operate a motor boat 
alone 
Under the Navigation Law, a 
person 14 years or older must 
accompany young boat operators 
under IO years of age or thoae, 
between IO and 14 years, who 
have not earned the safety cer­ 
tificate. There are no restrictions 
with regard to motor boat oper­ 
ation by a person over the age 
of 14. 
“For your own safety and the 
safety of others,” Commissioner 
Wilm said, “a boat owner should 
make sure a youngster is legally 
authorized to operate a motor 
boat before Riving the child per­ 
mission to use his boat.” 
Violation of New- York State 
Navigation Law provision* 
in 
regard to the operation of motor 
boats by youngsters is an of­ 
fense punishable by a fine not to 
exceed HOO.
